as the likely date for final adjourn­ 
m ent of the special session. 
One of the keynotes in Governor 
Jam es’ 17-point program, the anti­ 
sabotage measure provided for a 
510,000 fine and up to IO years im­ 
prisonment for intentionally de­ 
fective workmanship on defense 
orders or damage to property es­ 
sential to the w ar effort. 
Some provisions, objectionable to 
labor, were taken out in the house 
and the bill was reworded to con­ 
form to tile federal act of 1918. 
As both branches quit until 2 
p. rn. today, Democratic house and 
Republican senate made a new ef­ 
fort to agree on higher benefits 
for the unemployed in Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
The senate-approved bill 
rais­ 
ing minimum unemployment com­ 
pensation payments from 57.50 to 
58 and maximum from 515 to 518 
was placed in position for house 
amendments. 
The plan then was 
to pass the bill and return it to 
the senate for concurrence. 
Tho

would also 
cut the 
waiting period from IG to 13 weeks 
with the payments to be spread 
over 16 instead of 13 weeks.
